W ilson w ill go in person to the house 
of representatives on 
Tuesday and 
read his first message to congress set­ 
ting forth the purpose for which he 
has called the special session. 
It w ill 
►be the first time since the days of 
John Adams, the second president of 
the United States, that a chief execu­ 
tive w ill have read his message to 
congress. 
It was explained that President Wil- 
| son has decided to change the practice 
of more than a century because he 
believed that it was the best method 
[for the president to cultivate Intim ate 
I relations with the legislative branch 
¡of the government. 
This announcement set congress to 
Igasping as nothing else since Mr. W il­ 
son was inaugurated. 
The fact that 
Mr. W ilson, in going to congress to 
read his message, will return to a 
practice which was discontinued 
by 
[Thomas Jefferson, the founder of the 
¡Dem ocratic party and its patron saint, 
ladded to the excitement with which 
«members of congress received the an- 
lnouncemeut. 


Ac tion Se ts Pre c e de nt. 


No president, so far as the recordB 
lisolose, has personally delivered any 
>ther than his annual message to con­ 
gress. 
In this respect President W il­ 
son’s 
action apparently 
will set 
a 
¡precedent, as the message which ho 
will send to congress on Tuesday w ill 
^>e of a special character, dealing with 
the tariff. 
President W ilson agrees with Georgo 
Washington and John Adams that the 
jresident 
clearly 
has the 
constitu­ 
tional right to deliver his mossage 
personally to congress if he chooses 
^o do so. 
Articles 3, section 2. of the 
mstltution provides "th at he shall 
>m tim e to time give to congress In­ 
formation of the state of the Union 
md recommend to their consideration 
»uch measures as he shall Judge neces­ 
sary and expedient." 
The Constitution lays no restriction 
lim itation upon the manner in which 
luch information and recommendations 
¡shall be delivered. 
George Washington, throughout his 
fwo terms, and John Adams, in his 
;rm, rode annually to the Capitol to 
lellver their message to the house and 
lenate at Joint session.

States delivered to congress his annual

DUEL WITH CUBAN

Havana, April 7.— Rudolph W arren, 
son 
of 
Jere 
W arren, a 
prominent 
Am erican sugar planter, died in a hos­ 
pital here from a pistol wound in the 
abdomen, which he received in a duel 
with Hannibal Mesa, a member of a 
wealthy Cuban family. 
The two young men have recently 
had several physical encounters and 
are reputed to be rivals for a wom­ 
an’s affections. As a result Mesa chal­ 
lenged W arren, which, according to 
the Cuban code, conferred the choice 
of weapons on W arren 
The duel was at thirty-five (>aces. 
W arren fell at the first fire. Mesa was 
not harmed. 
W arren was taken to a hospital, 
where he made a statement to the po­ 
lice that he 
had 
accidentally shot 
himself 
while 
handling 
a revolver. 
Im m ediately 
after 
the 
duel 
Mesa 
sailed for New York. 
The extreme range at which the 
duel was fought is said to have been 
arranged for the purpose of minimiz­ 
ing the danger, but Mesa is an expert 
shot at all ranges and W arren was 
not accustomed to firearms.

announced 
that 
"there w ill be no departure from an 
attitude which conforms to the neces­ 
sities of the state of war existing be­ 
tween the allies and Turkey.” 
An international 
fleet, comprising 
warships of 
Austria-Hungary, Italy. 
France, Germ any and Great Britain, 
is now blockading the Montenegrin 
port of Antivari. 
These include four 
Austrian warships, the British cruis­ 
ers Yarmouth, Inflexible and Glouces­ 
ter, the German cruiser Breslau, the 
Italian cruiser Pisa and the French 
cruiser Edgar Quintet. 
Russia is not 
represented by warship, but has acqui­ 
esced in the naval demonstration. 
On 
Saturday 
the 
British admiral 
sent the following message 
to 
the 
M ontenegna premier, Dr. L. Toma- 
novics: 
" I have the honor to inform you 
that the international fleet is assem­ 
bled in Montenegrin waters as a pro­ 
test against the nonfulfillment of the 
wiBhes of the great powers. 
I desire 
to call your excellency’s attention to 
the presence of the fleet as a proof 
that the great powers are acting in 
concert and request that their wishes 
be 
fulfilled 
without 
further 
delay. 
Please inform me im m ediately that 
your government is ready to carry out 
the wiBhes of the great powers.” 
To this the Montenegrin prem ier 
replied in a note expressing regret at 
the presence of the fleet, which he 
considered a violation of the neutral­ 
ity proclaimed by the powers at the 
beginning of the war, and to the detri­ 
ment of Montenegro. 
The premier 
continued: 
"Despite 
the pressure which 
the 
presence of the fleet implies there 
w ill he no departure from an attitude 
which conforms to the necessities of 
the state of war existing between the 
allies and Turkey.” 
A brigade of Austrian troops from 
Cattaro has been maneuvering near 
the Montenegrin boundary. 
The cus­ 
tomary note has not been given the 
Montenegrin 
government 
and 
Aus­ 
tria ’s action is considered unfriendly 
and menacing.

This announcement set congress to 
gasping as nothing else since Mr. Wil­ 
son was Inaugurated. 
The fact that 
Mr. Wilson, in going to congress to 
read his message, will return to a 
practice which was discontinued by 
Thomas Jefferson, the founder of the 
Democratic party and Its patron saint, 
added to the excitement with which 
members of congress received the an­ 
nouncement. 


Action Sets Precedent. 


No president, so far as the records 
disclose, has personally delivered any 
©her than his annual message to con- 
ress. 
In this respect President Wil­ 
son's 
action apparently 
will set

jrecedent, as the message which he 
|will send to congress on Tuesday will 
ie of a special character, dealing with 
he tariff. 
President Wilson agrees with George 
Washington and John Adams that the 
iresident 
clearly 
has the 
constitu- 
ional right to deliver his message 
ersonally to congress if he chooses 
o do so. 
Articles 3, section 2, of the 
Constitution provides "that he shall 
rom time to time give to congress in- 
ormation of the state of the Union 
And recommend to their consideration

ary and expedient.” 
The Constitution lays no restriction 
r limitation upon the manner in which 
uch information and recommendations 
hall be delivered.

Bahrein Island, In the Persian gulf. 
Is said to be the ho ttest place o n earth. 
It Is usual there to find the thermo m­ 
eter at 140 degrees F. On the co ast o f 
this island, where practically all the 
peo ple live, there Is no fresh water, 
which is needed abo ve all things in so 
high a temperature. 
And It la to be 
had fro m the bo tto m o f tbe sea. Hera 
and there scattered o ver the flo o r o f 
the harbo r o f Bahrein are springs o f 
pure fresh 
water, which wells 
up 
thro ugh the sand to mingle with the 
salt w-ater o f the sen. 
It seems a difficult task to find these 
threads o f fresh water amid the o cean’s 
vo lume, but tbe Islanders are tho ught 
to have fo und them ages ago and to 
have passed o n their lo catio n fro m 
generatio n 
to generatio n. 
A diver 
equips himself with a water bag made 
o f skins, the mo uth o f which is clo sed, 
and descends to the bo tto m o f the har­ 
bo r at a po int where o ne o f the springs 
issues. 
The bag Is cnrefully Inverted 
o ver the current o f fresh water as it 
flo ws up fro m the snnd, the mo uth Is 
o pened, the skin is filled, the mo uth la 
clo sed, and the diver returns to the 
bo at nwnltlng him o n th© surface. 
One scientist gives it as his belief 
thnt at so me perio d In the shado wy 
past thnt which Is no w the harbo r's 
bo tto m was no t co vered by tbe sea. 
The springs were then o n the sho re 
and ready fo r the islanders’ needs.

An ingenious contrivance has been 
patented by an Oregon man by means 
of which the family cat can be used 
as live bait for catching lynxes, cou­ 
gars. panthers, nnd the like. without 
danger to the cat and with great cer­ 
tainty that the wild animals will be 
trapped. 
The patent consists of a 
sharp stake with a point at the top. 
intended to make it uncomfortable for 
pussy to rest there permanently, and 
a riug over the stake, to which by a 
light chain is attached a collar or har­ 
ness. which fastens around the cat’s 
neck. 
In a circle about the stake are 
sot a half dosen steel traps, securely 
chained to the ground ic such a way 
that nn animal caught In one of them 
could not quite reach the stake. Drive 
the stake somewhere out in the wilds 
where lynxes nnd panthers do congre­ 
gate, put pussy Into the collar and 
await results. 
Being a live bait. she 
will yowl. 
This will attract the ani­ 
mals. but when they come she will 
Immediately escnpe by running up the 
stake, which la covered with cloth to 
give her claws a chance. 
The animal. 
while prancing around at the foot of 
the stake, will prance into one of the, 
steel traps and Ret caught. 
Bussy will 
come down from the pointed top nnd 
serve as haft to attract more animals 
The acme of Ingenuity, however, bas 
been reached by George Hognn In hi* 
noiseless alarm clock, patented Ju n e9, 
1908. 
The Hogan device consists of a 
Jar of water on a shelf atmve the bed. 
from which runs a hose. which on re 
tiring the sleeper attaches to his leg 
By means of the ordinary alarm clock 
a valve is opened at any hour that 
may he desired, when water begins to 
flow against the leg of the victim. 
This does not disturb the neighbors 
aud la sure to awaken the sleeper, a 
satisfactory arrangement for every­ 
body. 
The one thing which the government 
will not consider among applications 
for patents is perpetual motion. 
For 
many years aerial navigation was in­ 
cluded In this refusal. 
The Wright 
brothers complied with the demands 
of the patent office for a demonstra­ 
tion on a man earn in g scale, and 
since then the doors have been opened 
to flying machine patents.—Technical 
World Magazine.

It Is usual there to find the thermom­ 
eter at 140 degrees F. On the coast of 
this island, where practically all the 
people live. there Is no fresh water. 
which is needed above all things In so 
high a temperature. 
And It Is to bs 
had from the bottom of the sea. Here 
and there scattered over the floor of 
the harbor of Bahrein are springs of 
pure fresh water, which wells 
up 
through the sand to mingle with the 
salt water of the sea. 
It seems a difficult task to find those 
threads of fresh water amid the ocean'* 
volume, but the Islanders are thought 
to have found them age* ago and to 
have passed on their location from 
generation to generation. 
A diver 
equips himself with a water bag made 
of skins, the mouth of which I* closed, 
and descends to the bottom of the har­ 
bor at a {joint where one of the springs 
issues. 
The bag la carefully Inverted 
over the current of fresh water as it 
flows up from the sand, the mouth Is 
opened, the skin is Ailed, the mouth is 
closed, and the diver return* to the 
boat awaiting him on the surface. 
One scientist gives It as bls belief 
thnt at some period in the shadowy 
past that which Is now the harbor’* 
bottom was not covered by the sea. 
The springs were then on the shore 
and ready for the islanders’ needs. Lit­ 
tle by little the sea encroached on the 
land, but the location of the springs 
was not forgotten.
